Industrial Kings Must Go 


There is onlv one way to rescue 
the tons of earth from hard toil and 
that is by setting up machine* to do 
their work. ~ 


By Eugene V. Debs (In Recent Address.) 

^ century and a quarter ago there were a few men splendidly 
in advance of their times who thought thia country should 
be free; that it could get along without a king. Thev were in 
(gjjggj the minority at first and were looked upon oa agitators and 
misunderstood by the majority of the people: but finally they' 
became the majority und their principle* were accepted and marked 
the progress of the nation. 

The majority could not understand a government without a king 
hut the revolutionary leaders proved that they could get along without 
King George and govern "themselves. If we can get along without a 
political king, we can get along without such industrial kings as John 
D. Rockefeller. 

Political freedom ia founded Bn economic freedom. No man is 
truly free unless he is master of the mean* which supply the neces¬ 
sities of life. Economic conditions determine every other. 

The industrial revolution began long ago. It first increased the 
productive capacity of labor, then increased the wealth, and next cen¬ 
tered in the hands of the few. and the next step in the industrial evo¬ 
lution ia the division of wealth equitably among those who produce it 
A c-ntury and a half ago the struggle was for equality in politics, 
now it is for economic equality. The world today ia at the point of the 
greatest economic change of history. It ia impoasible for any man to.be 
satisfied with the world aa it is; lie knows there ia something radically 
wrong when there ia such poverty, ignorance and misery. 

A new social order is coming out of the present condition of com¬ 
petition. The organization of society in a co-operative form wiH be 
the basis of the new social condition. The centralisation ef capital can 
not be checked until competition is eliminated. The new social order 
will favor all humanity instead of one class. It it the law of life that 
master and slave are bound together, one can not rise higher than the 
other. 

Man ia now engaged in the last stage of the war with man; he ia 
learning that man’s highest happiness can only be secured through the 
happiness of all. The measure of a man’s success ia hit service to ha- 
enmity. A love for his fellow men ^ 

it worth more to a «n*n than all the 

wealth of the world. * <--— 3

Bat these capitalist paper* and the grafters and their cousins and 
ancles and aunts are very much mistaken. 

The grand jury investigation, far from defaming “the good name 
of our fair city,” is helping it It is the grafters who are defaming 
Milwaukee. It is Datid Rote and his administration that put it con¬ 
spicuously upon the boodle map. The grand jury by pointing out the 
aore ipota and trying to pnntih one guilty man or the other is re-estah- 
liahing the good name of the city—if such a thing was necessary . 

, For I do not believe, and no min who has studied economical con¬ 
ditions of thia country believes, that the business and public moral* of 
Milwaukee are any worse than the business and public morals of any 
other city of it* site. 

I do not believe that our capitalists arc anv worse than they are 
fn Cleveland, Buffalo, Detroit or Cincinnati. They are abetter, if any¬ 
thing. because our population, being largely German-Afneriean, i. e. of 
Teutonic descent, have no doubt inherited at least some pf the German 
philosophy and German tense of duty (Pflichtbewnastscin) and less of 
the Anglo-Saxon rapacity. 

Only this philosophy act* in a different way with the capitalist 
than with the proletarian. The-cartalist consider* it his duty not 
only to retain and take care of the capital be has, but to increase it in 
every possible wwy by profitable investments. Public utilities have fur¬ 
nished the most convenient, most useful and most profitable way of in¬ 
vestment during the last thirty years. 

Our American capitalists have taken possession of that field with 
tiie well-konw' push, energy and rapacity of the Anglo-Saxon race. 

These capitalists went right ahead, got franchises, bnilt street cars, 
established telephone lines, constructed electric light plants, built gas 
works, etc. They naturally got into touch with the American politi- 
tian. And the American politician, being also a “business man,” got 
into touch with the capitalist And they naturally' “touched” bach 
other. And then they both “touched” the dear people. It we* a 
“touching" spectacle all around—tlie most touching which capitalism 
has produced in any country. ' 

But if conditions of things are much worse in America than in 
European countries in this respect, then this is simply dne to two 
reasons: . j 

First, from times of old in this country it rss not considered as 
great a crime to take advantage of the public treasury as to chdst, or 
steal from a private person directly. In Ge-many a man stealing from 
the state or the municipality, when caught, is punished much more 
severely than for private theft. 

Second, capitalism knows bo restraint in this country and has 
never known any. In Europe there are still strong remnant* of feu¬ 
dalism, there is the'moaarehy and the aristocracy, which still - have 
great power. Ia this c oun ti v the only remnant of feudalism is the 
Roman Catholic Church, whose leadership has grown into close alliance 
with the capitalist*. 

But since we have and always have had a political democracy in this 
sousuy; mat sjairty nirttfilr or the ' people -Shat c*pttsHste -rofi* tm- 
jr’.dled and uncurbed. Capitalism, no doubt, had a mission to perform, 
egk there is end never was any reason or excuse for the sea of corrup¬ 
tion following its trail. 

And from this standpoint we aey: All hail to the grand jury. It 
has done good work by investigating and exposing these evils in Mil¬ 
waukee. It has made mistakes, being sometimes blinded by political 
partisan interest—as was clearly the case when it indicted Mr.,Charles 
Pfiater for “stealing,” which ia manifestly nonsensical—hut «?l in ah 
it has done good work under very trying circumstances. 

Of course, some of the indictmeuta-also seem to - he ridiculous from 
a different standpoint For-instance, indicting the great “CWnie” 
Corcoran, the president of the Common Council, for “selling osts to the 
city” when the sparrows in the city hah have for years been twitter¬ 
ing things about “Connie” which, if they could be proven, would give 
him yean of very much deserved rest in a very exclusive spot situated 
in the central part of the state. But we have to consider that a twit¬ 
tering of tlie sparrows is no evidence, and that the grand jury has 
probably done ell it could do to Connie with the evidence at band. 

In one point only must we accuse the grand jury of weakness .or 
cowardice. And that is in the case of David S. Rose. While it was 
daar to even s casual observer that an old criminal lawyer like the 
honorable Dave—put the accent on the word "criminal”—would qot 
be caught on the street car deal, yet he could easily have been indicted 
for not enforcing the laws against the gambling trust. In our opin¬ 
ion, the grand jury neglected its duty by not doing so. 

And beside* it gave the honorable “Dave” a chance for a bravado.
